It was 
their presence there that many of 
the voters — Communists and So- 
clalists, according to the paper — 
objected to. 


The Osservatore editorial re-

It also quoted 
‘ommunist leader Palmiro Togli- 
atti as saying that all Commun- 
ists wanted to see religion given 
the respect of which it is worthy.
